R. J. Deachman Tells Audi¬

In*on address delivered last Sat¬ 
urday to the members of the U.F.A. 
local, R. J. Deachman of Calgary told 
the farmers just how much the tariff 
was doing to hold them back in their 
progress as producers. The speech 
was lightened by many flashes' of 
humor, but behind that there was the 
solid fact of the farmers of the West 
fighting for freedom from the eco¬ 
nomic bugbear of indirect taxation. 

Mr. Deachman, in opening his ad¬ 
dress, stated that he liked to meet an 
agricultural audience as he thought 
they could think more clearly, and 
theiofore hold the better what was 
said to them. City audiences were 
in too much of a hurry, they had not 
the time for thinking tha.* the coun¬ 
try people had. Farmers were also 
closer to the real questions of life. 
But the farmers, said Mr. Deachman, 
had followed the old parties in poli¬ 
tics for the simple reason that they 
had no where else to go. 

Mr. Deachman said that in his opin¬ 
ion the produce of the farms would 
decline soon. War might hold them 
up, or failure of crops might do that, 
but barring these the prices must de¬ 
cline. But, as the prices of other 
things seemed likely to stay up, the 
farmer was face to face with an eco¬ 
nomic problem. The recent high 
prices for produce had not been so 
much the outcome of shortage but 
inability te distribute evenly'. The 
wheat of Russia had been locked up 
agJ|hatj,->f Ari^rslRv And^tfce. Vjgmv 
tine was too faraway, heretofore pVo- 
duction had been stimulated in North 
America. The United States had 
agreed to guarantee the price for the 
1919 crop, and they were certain of 
a heavy crop acreage there. In 1918 
that country had produced nine hun¬ 
dred million bushels; of this six hun¬ 
dred and fifty million bushels was 
required for home consumption. 
Judging from the present acreage the 
1919 crop would average eleven hun¬ 
dred million bushels, which would 
leave for export four hundred and 
fifty million bushels. In 1911-13 the 
total import ^of wheat into Europe 
had been four hundred and sixty mil¬ 
lion bushels. Under a normal crop 
condition the United States should 
supply European demand this year. 
Add to that the Russian, Argentine, 
and Canadian crops, and a man -must 
he an optimist to see high prices for 
the 1919 crop. Therefore under the 
circumstances the only logical thing 
the Government can do is to make 
some j^io.ve to lower the cost of pro¬ 
duct jjjfri and so restore the balance. 
Th*r Government, however, has done 
^nothing to that end. What should 
have been done was that the tariff 
should have been done away with 
when the war -started. Great Brit¬ 
ain and the United States were too 
( busy to be serious competitors at that 
time, and the Canadian manufactur¬ 
er had the market to himself; but in¬ 
stead of doing away with the tariff 
seven and a half per cent was added. 
Every move was so operated as to 
bear heavily on the farmers and la¬ 
bor and lightly on the/ people of 
wealth. The budgets of Canada bore 
more heavily on these classes' than 
the budgets of any other country;-n 
system of indirect taxation always 
did. «Gveat Britain had a tax of 81 
per cent on property and income, and 
19 per cent on consumption; the Uni¬ 
ted States G9 per cent on property 
and inebme, and Jl^jrer cent on con¬ 
sumption, while in Canada there was 
a tax of 89 per cent on articles of 
consumption and only 11 per cent on 
property and income. Thajt is where 
the farmer and the labordr felt the 
pressure. If the war had been made 
a pay-as-you-go war it would have 
fallen on the rich, therefore they so 
managed things that the money was 
borrowed and left for indirect taxa¬ 
tion and posterity. As regarded in- 1 
come tax Canada had only touched 
■'he cutside fringe. On (6,000 Canada 
taxed 2 per (tent, the United States 
3.6 per cent, and Great Britain 16 
per cent; on $60,000 the rates were 
Canada 11 yi per cent, United States 
26 per cent, Brcat Britain 42 per 
cent , and in addition Great Britain 


at the .rate of wages they had been 


getting, and pay the dividends on tfie 
money invested in woollen manufac¬ 
ture, the country would still have u 
million dollars a year left over. Such 
a burden could not be borne, some¬ 
thing must be done or agriculture 
would be stifled. The tariffs did not 
help to make the wheat grow or cul¬ 
tivate the land, that was done by in¬ 
dividual effort; tariffs never helped 
the farmer, therefore they hindered 
national wealth. The only thing to 
do was to remove them and if the 
manufacturing concerns could not 
stand on their merits they were bet¬ 
ter out of the way. They said they 
would die without the tariffs but he 
thought otherwise. Great Britain’s 
.‘rade before Free Trade, was fifty-six 
million pounds; after Free Trade it 
rose to one hundred and twelve mil¬ 
lion pounds. The farmer was will¬ 
ing to bear their share of taxation as 
they had asked for taxation of land 
values, and that refuted the conten¬ 
tion of the manufacturers that the 
farmer never Wanted to pay his share 
'Mr. Deachman also spoke on the 
matter of the country taking over 
the unprofitable railways and leaving 
the paying ones in the hands of the 
interests. Railroads should be na- 
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In closing Mr. Deachman congratu¬ 
lated the local on the meetings they 
held and pointed out that only by dis¬ 
cussion could these problems be 
solved. 

Mr. D. H. Galbraith, who occupied 
the chair, referred to the manner in 
which the speaker had pointed out 
the present day ills, and contended 
that the only thing for the farmers 
to do was to take political action.

Mrs. McKinney addressed the 
Speaker again, saying, “I wish to re¬ 
pudiate that statement.”

Mr. George Hoadley objected stren¬ 
uously that Hon. Mr. \J5oyle should 
attempt to impute such opinions to 
honorable members of the House. 

Hon. Jr R. Boyle then gave a de¬ 
tailed report of the Police work dur¬ 
ing 1918. These records show 6663 
actions of all kinds with 4690 con¬ 
victions. The Provincial Police, apart 
from any Municipal Police had made 
only 23 arrests for drunkenness, with 
16 convictions. “This is a good illus¬ 
tration of the effectiveness of The 
Liquor Law” remarked Mr. Boyle. 

“I’d like to know by what mental 
process the Attorney-General arrives 
at that conclusion,” queried Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinney amid- derisive laughter from 
her backers in the opposition and 
cross benches. 

Mr. Boyle then pointed out that the 
Provincial Police had obtained 784 
convictions for the illegal sale of liq- 
ur in 1918, and the Municipal Police 
in the cities had obtained about 1000 
more convictions. He also claimed 
that theJfc>olic.e were doing good work, 
but were not receiving the support 
from the public that they should^-ffiT 
also contended that the mandTactur- 
| of liquor should cease. •

He was also urging the Dominion 
Government to make a special class 
of youths under military age who en¬ 
listed. He estimated that there were 
600 such youths in Alberta. He 
thought that special efforts should be 
made to keep these youths from go¬ 
ing adrift, and should be helped finan¬ 
cially in order tp attend school for at 
least one year. 

A feeble-minded Home has been 
opened in South Edmonton and 23 
feeble-minded children are now being 
cared for. This is a small start, but 
it is a start. Dr. Stanley, M.L.A., 
was the first public man to urge the 
Feeble-minded question, and due cred¬ 
it is his for his persistent advocacy 
in connection with this problem.^ 

Mr. A. F.‘ Ewing, Hon. J. R. Boyle 
and W, M. Davidson were the con¬ 
cluding speakers in the reply to th< 
Speech from the Throne. 

Mr.. Ewing urged the Government 
to take fteps for a scientific and pro¬ 
per inventory of the Provinces’ as¬ 
sets in the way of public domain, ana 
that any offer made by this govern¬ 
ment should be made only after ex 
act information of what actually be¬ 
longed to the Province had been ob¬ 
tained. He objected to any “gamb¬ 
ler’s throw” in connection with such 
important negotiations. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle contended that 
Mr. Ewings suggestion could be car¬ 
ried out and that the Government 
had made the proposal to Ottawa to 
'turn over the balance of the Natural 
Resources to Alberta together with 
the present annual subsidy in lieu of. 
those Natural Resources which have 
been alienated heretofore. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle dealt with the 
question of Liquor Law Enforcement 
He ridiculed the idea of certain moral 
reformers that the law could be en¬ 
forced beyond a certain degree. He 
contended that most men did not con¬ 
sider the violation of the Liqur Act 
as a crime. “There was a great deal 
of camouflage about the whole thing” 
said Mr. Boyle. “I venture to say 
that sixty per cent of the male adults 
of this province have been guilty of 
infractions of The Liquor Act with¬ 
in the last year.” 

Mrs. McKinney interrupted indig¬ 
nantly. “Mr. Speaker, are we to un- 
derstand that the Attorney-General 
tefls us that sixty per cent of the

The debate on the reply to the 
Speech from the. Throne has contin¬ 
ued all week. No particular excite¬ 
ment has developed although several 
interesting incidents caused both mer¬ 
riment and perplexity to both sides 
of the House. 

Mr. Hoadley,M.L.A., Okotoks, urged 
that the Government should institute 
a Hansard in order that the proceed¬ 
ings of the House might'be correctly 
recorded. This request was backed 
up by a resolution of the Great War 
Veterans Association. Premier Stew¬ 
art however has refused to entertain 
the proposal and in this particular his 
attitude will be backed up by the peo¬ 
ple of Alberta. 

• Mrs. McKinney contended with great 
force that the Government had not 
sufficiently enforced the administra¬ 
tion of the Liquor Act. She did hot 
present any detailed accusations but 
promised that the matter should be 
dealt with at a later date. 

Dr. Stanley and • Mr. Ewing have 
asked for returns in connection witlj 
the purchase of liquor by vendors and 
about prescriptions by physicians. 
Rumor states that the returns will re¬ 
veal some interesting information to 
the public. 

Dr. Blow and Mr. Pred Davis in 
their addresses demanded the reopen¬ 
ing of the Provincial Technical School 
in Calgary. This school was opened 
by the Government in 1916 and con¬ 
tinued until during the past summer 
it was given over to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment for Technical Education of 
Casualty soldiers. Dr. Blow and Mr. 
Davis contended Mhat a Provincial 
Technical School Would be open to 
any soldier or anwcivilian wishing to 
take such education. 

Mr. Weir read a letter from a re¬ 
turned soldier in the efnploy of the 
.Government whose salary is $66.00 
a month. The soldier requested an 
advance in salary and complained that 
it was impossible for a married man 
to maintain a family in the city on 
$65.00 a month. The reply of the 
Hon. J. R. Boyle was to the effect 
that “the resignation of an employee 
of the Government who was not -sat¬ 
isfied with his position was always 
acceptable.” Mr. Weir’s condemna¬ 
tion o fthis attitude towards returned 
soldiers was very severe.

A. Patterson, B.D., of Anstruther 
Wester, brother of Mr. J. S. Patterson 
former manager of the Dominion 
Bank here and who went overseas 
with the 12th Mounted Rifles, and 
who unfortunately was killed in ac¬ 
tion in France. 


Dear Mr. Ballaehey,— 

Your letter of the 19th December 
last addressed to my.brother, John S. 
Paterson, at the City of London Mil¬ 
itary Hospital, has reached me to-day. 

It is probable that by this time you 
will have learned of his death, as I 
intimated the fact to .the Bank. 

The wound which John received on 
August 26th was a very bad one. He- 
explained to me that his battalion had 
done its work for that day having 
taken all its objectives. They were 
busy organizing the ^positions they 
had captured when an Voi der came re¬ 
quiring them to be ready to give sup¬ 
port to another lot which was going 
John was dodging around to see that 
the men of his platoon were at their 
posts when a sniper or stray bullet 
got him. The bullet passed through 
both lungs, but had been deflected 
somehow, took an erratic course and 
finally lodged in the right lung after 
damaging it very badly.

If these 
certificates are then presented to the 
station agent, the station agent is au¬ 
thorised to allow the special freight 
rate on the car and to have the Cut 
•billed to the secretary of the local. 
At the present time there is no pro¬ 
vision whereby the railway companies 
will allow seed grain certificates on 
.co-operative shipments of this kind 
unless the car is consigned to the 
secretary /ot the local U.F.A., and un¬ 
less applications are presented cover¬ 
ing total amount of grain in the ship¬ 
ment.’’

The Municipal Hail Insuiance Act 
to be vqled. upon by the electors on 
February 27th, was prepared by a 
'ottitnittee of farmers representing 
the old Hail Insurance district and the 
United Farmers of Alberta. The com. 
•mittee took advjce and assistance 
froin wherever it could be obtained 
and they believe the Act provides the 
very best plan of Hail Insurance that 
has been offered to the farmers of Al¬ 
berta. It has been enthusiastically 
and almost unanimously approved by 
(he Annual Convention of the U.F.A., 
held in Edmonton last month, and.by 
the Municipal Convention held in Cal¬ 
gary during this month, and .deserves 
the careful consideration of every far¬ 
mer. ; 

The Act provides that the plan murf 
be approved by the electors of at least 
forty-five. Municipal Districts before i.* 
becomes operative. This means that 
the Hail Insuiance District will be big 
enough and strong enough to be ab- 
-olutely safe and sound. 

The management of the business 
will be entirely in the hands of a 
Board of Directors to be elected by 
the' farmers themselves. This Board 
will have full authority to do every¬ 
thing necessary to carry on the bus¬ 
iness, and for this purpose, to borrow 
money required until the premiums 
orre paid. * 

By this plan all crops of grain,^un¬ 
less withdrawn from the operation of 
the Act, are automatically insured for 
$8.00 per acre. _Any farmer who 
wishes may, on or before' June 15th,
